" Britain's foreign policy was far-sighted, but most 
unrealistic, while German policy was realistic but short- 
sighted, and Italian policy was opportunistic, subject . to, 


frequent and 


sudden changes, and French policy 


represents caution and wisdom, is the opinion of General 
Chiang Po-li, expressed this morning on the foreign 
policy of the European powers. 


General Chinng has just returned 
from Europe, where he was sent by 
the Chinese Government as special 
envoy os s00n ns the Sino-Japancse 
hostilities broke out last year. 

Commenting on Hankow’'s foreign 

icy, General Chlang said that Mr. 

h erlain is known as ao realist, 
but Britain's superiority Hes not in 
her ability to deal with the Im- 
mediate situation, but in facing the 
future. 

“After the Slno-Japanese war of 
1894," sald Gencral Chiang, “Britain 
formed on alliance with Japan to 
mect the Russian mennce. In 1904 
Britain formulated a policy to en- 
circle Germany. As soon as the 
Great War was over, Britain warned 
Japan against aggression in China. 

“To-day’s favourable public 
opinion in England towards China 
was carefully prepared several years 
ago by the Chinese art exhibitlon In 
London which was designed to arouse 
interest on Chinese affairs. Britain 
decides her policy generally five or 
ten years ahead, so that when the 
time comes for action there cannot 
be any upset. Whoever wishes to 
formulate a policy for the future 
must experience diMculties in meet- 

Ing the Inuncdinte situation, adding 
frequent adjustments necessitated by 
unexpected developments and to give 
the people the Impression that there 
is no lack of decisiveness in action. 


MATTER OF “FACE” 


“Criticism aroused by the policy 
towards Tlaly 9 provides concrete 
evidence of thls. However, Britain 
accepts humiliation in the sume way 
aw commander may snerifice patrols 
for the mala army, but he eannot 
sacrifice the maln army for patrols 
Uiplomacy is only uo matter of face, 
white the national defence is a matter 
of the Life and existence of a nation. 

“The Briton will never sacrifice 
his Ie for face The world regards 
Heritain’s compromising polley as 
evidence of military weakness, That 
Is a mistake. Dritishers talk about 
it. That ix a matter of policy. 

“With Britain and France working 
in close co-operation, they have no 
equal in the world to-day. But in 
the madern world ao nation muy 
perish after a military victory. ‘The 
behef that victory brings prosperity 
to a nation is somethtag belonging 
to history. If Britain should try to 
erush ermiuny ane Duably 

tanee of ranee,  Hussia and 
America, stich i victory would not 
benefit: Qritain, but would only in- 
crease the power of Russia and 
Amerten, 

“On the contrary Britain's position 
as a leading world Power would be 
serlously endangered. Therefore {t 
must be recognised that Mr, Cham- 
berlaln’s foreign policy stl has the 
support of the majority of Britons. 

“Germany excels in dealing with 
an inunedlate situation, but lacks a 
far-sighted policy. 

“Hitler may be called an expert 
realist. From the oecupation of the 
Rhineland to the annexation of Aus- 
tria, Germany has Hained much 
without any loss, but the reallst sees 
only the immediute gains, lenoring 
the dangers in the future, 


GERMAN POLICY 


“Germany's policy is causing con- 
sternation in Moscow and Paris.

situation. It was one of his greatest 
performances, and afterwards Has- 
sett showed us that he possesses 
much of his captuin’s genius by the 
manner in which he took command 
and thrashed the White Rose 
bowlers. 

BAD START 

Australla commenced inauspicious- 
ly, Josing Fingleton and McCabe in 
half an hour's play for only 20 runs, 
and things looked as black for the 
tourists as the clouds which lurked 
overhead.

Jack Dempsey came within a 
split second of being the only. man 
ever to refain the heavyweight title. 

He got his chance—and failed—on 
the ninht of Scpt. 22, 1927, against 
Gene Tunney in the famous “battle 
of the long count." 

No one evér will know whether 
Dempsey floored Tunney for a count 
of ten. That will be a subject for 
argument as long as the sport of box- 
ing lives, 

A crowd of 104,043 persona, which 
paid a record of $2,058,660, jammed 
Soldicr Field, Chicago, and saw 
Dempsey, at the nge of 32, try to win 
back the crown from a man who had 
taken it from him a day Icss than 
n year previous. 

Dempsey, looking back now on the 
so-called long count, says: 

“Tt was the greatest biessing I ever 
got. I would have had to fight ‘Tun- 
hey aguin and he would have beaten 
me. As it was, most) persons be- 
Heved I won. I got national sym- 
pathy and it gave me more help in 
later years than anything that ever 
happened to me.” 

ITS ORIGIN 

The long count had tts origin in 
the chambers of the Illinols Boxing 
Commission before the fight. Lee 
Flynn, Dempsey’s second, had the 
officials make It plain that In the 
event of a knockdown the man scor- 
ing it should go to the farthest neu- 
tral corner and that the count would 
not begin until he had gene. Sus- 
pension of the count was to be 
penalty for disobeying the rules. 

Dave Barry was the referee of 
that fight. He repeated this rule, to 
the fighters before they began scrap- 
ping. For six rounds, Tunncy out- 
boxed Dempsey. Jack’s face was 
cut In two places but he was not by 
uny means through, 

Both boxed carefully as the 
seventh round opened.

Look over your cosmetic box, and 
abolish all the greasy products you 
possess. Buy.a clennsing milk, and 
use it instead of cold cream. Brace 
your skin and close your pores be- 
fore make-up with a good astrin- 
gent. Use a foundation lotion that 
has an astringent base—a liquld 
powder, in fact. Keep clear of 
vanishing cream, and don’t even use 
paste rouge. 7

$16,300,000, in 12 distributive Indus- 
tries amounting to $1,440,000, in six 
petroleum comonnies of $1,370.000 
and In fourteen miscellaneous enter- 
prises, $61,390,000. The tatter figure 
included telephone services, in which 
the International Telephone and 
Telegraph Company was a large 
participant, 


The extent to which the foregoing 
investments have been reduced in 
vilue through physical destruction 
or capital depreciation obviously 
cannot be known definitely until the 
military struggle has ended. In any 
-case, the loss will be very substontlal, 


When the Civil War began, It was 
estimated that Spaln had not yet 
provided for United Statcs products 
exported there to the amount of 
about $20,000,000. Exchange was in 
arrears on some commodities as much 
as 200 davs, but American cotton 
exporters were sald to have been 
fairly well covered. as Spain regard- 
ed cotton as an indispensable 
product. 


Current information indicates that 
the possible loss on this account may 
be much less than $20,000,000, which 
may have been an over-estimate, 
The National Foreign Trade Council 
of New York in 1937 organized a 
committee representing Americtn in- 
terests having blocked funds in 
Spain, and it is said that claims of 
about $7,000,000 have been register- 
ed with this committee. 


The Loyalist Spanish government 
has sald to have made a proposal 
Jast year locking toward settlement 
of these claims on busis of | cash 
povanents for smoali amounts, and 

ondg for the remainder. The 
claimants rejected this proposal, 
probably on the belief that accep- 
tance of government bonds would 
invalidate the claims in the event 
that General Franco should triumph 
finally over the Joyalist government. 


Among less important United 
States-Spanish fnancial disturbances 
resultant from the Civil War was 
the discontinuance of American 
tourlst expenditures in Spain 
amounting to from , $1,250,000 to 
$1,500,000 annually.

Spanish immigrant remittances 
from this country to Spain, which 
amounted in 1935 to $6,825,000, also 
have been largely disrupted. This 
is of specinl disadvantage to Spain 

. in view of the fact that simlar funds 
from Spantsh immigrants in Latin 
American countries probably have 
been largely reduced through ex- 
change_control operations. . 5 


Financial cheles here ore keenly 
interested In the possible rate at 
which the Spanish peseta may be 
revalued if and when the terrible 
civil strife comes to an end.

Takes Own Life 


Mr. Julius Berg Kills 
Himself Before Facing 
State Summonses 


New York, July 20. 

A sensation was created here to-day 

by -news of the suicide of Senator 
Julius Berg, a Democrat member for 
the New York State, who tool his 
own life In his offiee early this after- 
noon. 
On his desk was found a summons 
to appear that same afternoon before 
Mr, Thomas Dewey, Attorney-General 
for the State of New York, who was 
to notify Him of several charges 
against him. Mr. Berg had been im- 
plicated in several unlawful dealings 
in connectlon with the forthcoming 
New York World Fair and apparently 
had used his Influence to obtain re- 
mitlances against the right for him 
to sell liquor in the premises of the 
Fair. 

The suicide of State Senator Berg 
Is generally considered here as an 
ndmittance of gullt and has profound- 
ly shocked Democratic cireles here. 


It is believed here that the late 
Senator was connected with several 
uther personalitics more or less linked 
with Tammany Hall, and who are 
under prosecution now, notably 
James Heines, former chairman of 
Tammany, who is believed to have 
been instrumental in the organization 
of the U.S.$1,000,000,000 lottery 
launched by the famous gangster, 
Dutch Schultz. Twenty other per- 
sons, of lesser standing, are |mplicated 
in the same affair by the Attorney- 
General, Mr. Thomas Dewey, who 
announced that he intends to proceed 
to a “thorough” cleaning of New 
York’s political life.—Havas.

“This action does not seck to bring 
the Italian Government or the King 
of Italy before these courts; nor dacs 
it seek: to interfere with their rights, 
The fact that the King of Italy has 
put forward ao claim to this money 
by asserting that it is vested in him 
does not affect the position.” 


He added that ft would not be 
right to deprive a private individual 
of his right to have his clnim tried in 
these courts merely because a claim 
had been put forward on behalf of a 
foreign Soverelgn.

Contrary to the popular impression 
in many places, Japan is well pre- 
pared financinily to wage a tong 
costly contlict against China tf 
necessary, according to an official 
Japanese source here. 


Untapped gold reserves, productive 
gold mines, a large Invisible balance 
of trade and ample marg!n for addi- 
tional’ taxation comprise part of 
Japan’s financial. resources, It was 
said, 


Yakichiro Suma, Counsellor of the 
Japanese Embassy, was the author 
af this report, prepared for the 
Academy of World Economic and 
coiipelstaii the first officinl Japanese 
financial outline availnble here since 
the “war” started 

Suma estimated that his country 
could expend safely os much as 
12,000,000,000 yen for at tcast four 
years in prosecutlon of the war, 
whereas the military budget for the 
war this year was only 4,800,000,060 
yen. (About 3% yen equal i dollar). 

STRONG POINTS . 

Japan's strong polnts In finance. 
according to Suma, include: 

1, An annual production of gold 
valued at over 100,000,000 yen in 
normal times and the prospect of In- 
creasing It to 700,000,000 ycn annually 
in the near future; 

2. Profit of 1,000,000,000 yen now 
available from the stabilization fund 
as a result of having maintained the 
sold reserves at their original valua- 
on when the yen was devalued in 

3. Adequate gold reserves for the 
circulation despite this profit 
sblained by devaluation: 

4. Large capacity for additional 
taxation in which Suma said: 

“The present national debt of Japun 
could be increased considerably with- 
out departing from sound principles 
of amortization. An Increase of five 
billlon yen !n the annual tax revenucs 
of Japan would have no more serious 
effect than to reduce the standard of 
living to the level which prevailed 
in 1932. A tax increase of this 
magnitude could mect the interest 
and amortization charge on an in- 
crease of about 58 billion yen in the 
nation debt. If necessury the Japan- 
ese people are able to bear war cx- 
penses to this degree.” 

5. Capacity for the issuance of large 
bond issues In view of the fact that 
only 203,000,000 yen was needed in 
the recently authorized issue of 258,- 
000,000 and instead of issuing the 
balance the government allowed 
several commercini companies to 
issue bonds which were “readily 
nubsorbed” although bearing only 4% 
per cent. interest; 

6. A per capita national debt of 

only about 122 yen wherens the 
United States per capita debt is 1,050 
in yen and tht British about 2,887 in 
yen; “ 
7. The fact that of the total forefgn 
debt of Japan of 2,200,000,000 yen at 
least 1.600,000,000 yen ts held by 
Japanese “so our obligations to forcign 
creditors are strictly limited.” 

8. A recent radical reduction ih 
the national unfavourabie visible 
balance of trade by means of sharp 
curtailment of imports ond coupled 
with that reduction the enjoyment of 
an invislble balance of 230,000,000 
yen annually to which the merchant 
marine is the ‘most important con- 
tributor, 

ADEQUATE RESERVES 

Suma sald that the Russo-Japanese 
war cost Japan 2,000,000,000 yen when 
Japan had Jiquid resources of only 
1,000,000,000 yen. 

To-day, he said, Japan’s monctary 
reserves are estimated at 30 billion 
yen, or a 30-fold increase since the 
time of the Russo-Japanese war. Of 
thiit amount, he estimated “the nation 
would be able to spend from 2,000,- 
000,000 to 3,000,000,000 yen annually 
without difficulty.” 

He quoted a prominent Japanese 
c¢onomist’s estimate that Japan, on a 
baslg of resources and of spending 
comparable to that of the major 
European powers in the World War, 
could mect military expenses of about 
12 billion yen a year for not lesz 
than four years. 

“In making this estimate,” ho said, 
“no account was taken of the re- 
sources of Korea; Formosa, the other 
colonics or of Manchuluo. 

"A comparison of this potential 
spending capacity with the umount 
which is now being spent indicates 
that Japan has financlal reserves 
which are more than adequate,” he 
sald. = .

Removal from congested areas ond 
districts where malarious conditions 
pertalned and could not be con- 
trolled at reasonable cost or without 
au complete change In the method of 
cultivation, which was the cnuse of 
those conditions, especially near the 
foot hills; 

Not too far removed from districts 
In which the refugees had oa certain 
number of relatives or friends, or, 
where they were able to find odd jobs 
of work or obtain food, i 


SITES SELECTED 


The following sltes bad — been 
selected: | 

North Point, King’s Road: 

It was bounded by sea on the north 
side; by King's Road, Publle Works 
Department roadmaker’s dump, new 
tramway garage and vacant plot on 
the south side; by a vacant plot and 
the Chinese Bathing Club on the cust 
side; and by a vacant plot and the 
Bungar Printing, Press on the west 
side, The alternative site In this 
area exists at Couseway Bay between 
Queen's College ond Bay View Man- 
sions, bul this would bring: the camp 
close to good-clauss residential pro- 
perty and would Involve the loss of 
the Naval Recreation Ground, which 
Is extensively used uno winter. It ts 
hoped to accommodate In the North 
Point camp about 1,500 persons, 
cliefly women and children and in- 
flrm men at present destitute and 
slecping In the streets, many of whom 
are known to be refugees. 

Martina Ground: Bounded by sea 
on east side and by the Kowloon- 
Canton railway on west side. The 
uctual camp site on which the sleep- 
Ing quarters are to be built for the 
refugees, is situated over 1000 yards 
from the cast side of Chatham Road 
which ts itself 100 feet wide. Hence, 
no house along Chatham Road is 
within 400 feet of the sleeping quar- 
ters for the refugees, Furthermore 
it Is intended to endeavour to mect 
any possible complaints from re- 
sidents along Chatham Road regard- 
ing the use of the read by refugees 
resident in the camp, by arranging 
fur the entrance and exit for the 
refugees to open into Salisbury Road 
near Signal Hill and not into Chat- 
hum Road itself. 


CAMP RESTRICTIONS 


The camp will be very — strictly 

supervised; its Inmates will have to 
be in camp by 9 p.m and lights will 
be extinguished by 10 p.m. The 
greatest attentivn will be paid to 
avoiding nuisance or fly-brecding and 
there should be no question of the 
camp being a menace to health or 
comfort of those Hving Jn the vicinity. 
The good offices of the Commissioner 
of Police will be sought to discourage 
any possibility of loitering or hawk- 
ing In the residential area west of 
Chatham Road and between Austin 
Road and Salisbury Roay. A special 
committee will be formed in con- 
nection with ,this oamp, and its sole 
duty will consist of co-operating with 
with the Tung Wah authorities in re- 
patriating to comparatively safe parts 
of China oll those who have. been 
forced to leave ‘their homes in areas 
situated at the seat of hostilities. 
,, Kowloon Tsal: The actual area 
Involved is a small portion of Crown 
land on the cast side of Waterloo 
Road between Rutland Quadrant and 
Essex Crescent, just outside the 
Southern boundary of the area 
where it is proposed to spend over 
£1,000,000 on new barracks. 

It js proposed to have a strip at 
least 50 yards wide between the east 
margin of Waterloo Road and the 
camp fence, Consequently, the com- 
paratively small number of private 
homes to be found at that particular 
spot will enjoy a certain separation 
from the camp. Needless to say, this 
camp will be as strictly supervised 
from the health and discipline stand- 
point as the two already mentioned 
and every effort will be made to en- 
sure that the minlmum amount of 
annoyance Js caused by the inmates. 
It fs hoped to restrict this camp to 
the same class of persong as at North 
Point but they will be collected from 
Kowloon, ~ 


REPATRIATION EFFORTS 


In order to meet the views of the 
residents of Kowloon Tong as far as 
is humanly practlenble, it is possible 
that Government may ogree to re- 
tain the Kowloon Taal site as a re- 
serve site ond ‘frat to utilise an al. 
ternative site.on the western portion 
.Of King’s Park between Danger. Hill 
on the north, Gastolyne Road on tho 
south,'n nullah on the cast and the 
Kowloon Maglstracy on the west. 
There are three acres of recreation 
ground on this. particular site and 
rather Jess than on acre of un- 
Occupied land immediately adjoining. 
Tt fa, of course, unfortunate that any 
land used for recreation should bp 


fof the camp in regard 


sacrificed, but the present emergency 
hans to be met. : 

Occupants of the camps will be 
constantly under check to ascertain 
when they con be repatrinted. This 
work hos been going on for many 
weeks and a large number of Chinese 
have been returned to their homes, 
Over 100 were sent back Inst weeks. 

A careful survey hag been made of 
sites for possible camps in the New 
Territorles und one aren has been 
found which should provide accom- 
modation, !f needed, for between 
20,000 and 60,000 refugees. It is tm- 
perative to have such an areca avaoil- 
able for a major emergency. 


NEW TERRITORIES 

This New Territorics camp would 
not be suitnble as a substitute for 
the one to be built on the Marina on 
account of the type of  refugecs 
necding: to be accommodated. The 
Marinn camp will be utilised as a 
clearing statlon at which refugees 
cun be housed for one, two or more 
days, pending arrangements being 
made for thelr transfer lo various 
places In China, Indo-China «nd the 
Straits Settlements. 

Nor would the New = Territories 
camp be able to cater satisfactorily 
for the type of refugee, destitute and 
semil-destitute, sleeping in the streets 
nt the present time, since this class 
will tend to clings to the neizhbour- 
hood where it may possess friends or 
relatives or work connections and is 
In need of accommodation situated 
not teu far away from such associ 
ions, 

With regard 
siilements have appeared in the 
Press regarding the actual accom. 
inodalion to be provided far refugees, 
There is no foundatlon for this and 
there will be noe question of “paupers 
in palaces.” 

In polnt of fact the huts to be 
erected are of wood. They are 123 
ft. Jong, 18 ft. wide and an average 
of 11% ft. high. Each hut Is design- 
ed to hold 72 persons (the legal 
maxtmum) arranged In two Uers of 
simple metal bunks with boards. 
Bach refugee will have only 30 
square feet of floor space; six by five 
feet for a bed and any belongings be 
(happens to have and for space to run 
wroand in, ls certalnly far from Ken- 
jerous when it is reallsed that these 
few square feet represent one's 
home.

EXPENSES KEPT LOW 

Needless to say, the actual cost of 
bulldings will be kept to the lowest 
level compatibie with safety anc 
health and where it ts posslble to ob- 
taln and te utilise matsheds for 
latrines, ete. this will be done. The 
costs ure, in any case, an estimate 
und jt is huped that tenders which 
are being called for will show a de- 
finite reduction on the estémate, It 
is hoped that the living sheds will be 
typhoon-proof. 

In so far as it Is possible to arrange 
for the inhabitants of the camps to do 
such cleansing and sanitary work as 
may be necessury, this will be donc 
and a corresponding economy will be 
effected Jn the labour costs. In 
order to reduce the maintenance costs 
to sanitary 
labour to a minimum, arrangements 
wll be made to group the inhabitants 
Into farnilies or chia and into larger 
units consisting of from three to six 
chia to form a pao—as is done In 
refugees camps in certain parts of 
China, the chia leaders or chang being 
held responsible to the pao chang. 

It is believed, further, that a sub- 
stantial saving may be possible in 
connection with the kitchen staff 
since . it {sg hoped to be able to 
arrange for some of the ‘inmates of 
the camp to do the cooking at a small 
remuneration under the personal 
supervision of voluntary helpers at- 
tached to the Bishop’s' Emergency 
Relief Council. 

For a similar reason, It Is possible 
that the actual cost of food and fucl 
may be reduced to a sum in the 
neighbourhood of $4 per month per 
head. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that it is anticlpated that a 
fairly considerable proportidn of the 
camp population will be young chil- 
dren who need milk. 


IMPORTANCE OF DIET’ 

Thoughtful persons will realises at 
once that it is’ fnlse economy. to 
furnish a dict which Is so deficlent 
in heat and energy value and‘ in the 
constituents necessary for growth 
and healthy living, that those 're- 
ceiving it fall sick and have to be 
treaiecd in hospital. During the last 
few ‘days the Government ‘hos found 
it necessary to vote thousands upon 
thousands of dollars on temporary 
relict hospitals (at Lalchikok); and 
this only touches the fringe of the 
problem. . 

«Let those who aro ready to criticise 
as too generous the provision of the 
bare dict which it is proposed to glve 
to the occupants of the camps, spend 
an hour or so in the Chinese hospitals

But will the Nazi idea 
triumph? | Will the Jews sur- 
vive the Nazi terror, as they 
survived the destruction of Jeru- 
salem, the expulsion “from 
Spain? 

We have survived 
Torquemada, gentlemen! 
shall survive Hitler! 


Our Heritage 


But before I declare my proud 
certainty that the Jews will 
survive, jet me ask a moral 
question: Should the Jews sur- 
vive? 

They should, | say. 
these reasons. 

First, because of our heritage. 
We have given to the world the 
concepts of moral law and of 
the one God. We gave the 
world its supreme Book. 

That was while we were still 
an nation. When we ceased to 
be a nation in the sense as hav- 
ing one land to be our hearth- 
stone and one language to give 
expression to our dreams, we 
still continued to create and to 
interpret. 

I believe that there is a great 
deal of fine literature and art 
and music far us to create, fine 
philosophy for us to expound, 
which would never be created or 
expounded if we allowed  our- 
selves to be absorbed among the 
peoples where we live. 


Stronger 


We should survive because we 
have shown for two thousand 
years that it is a stronger thing 
to have no armies and navies 
than to possess armies and 
navies. : 

We have had __ individual 
soldiers of great gallantry and 
individual generals of great 
wisdom. But they have func- 
tioned as Americans or Aus- 
tralians, not as Jews. 

If the utmost that some Jews 
hope from Zionism is achieved, 
even a Jewish National Home 
which is completely autonomous, 
it will not be a road lined with 
tanks and fieldguns. 

Assyria, Bgypt, 
Rome had great armies. 
are dead, and we live. 

Nazi Germany is building a 
greater army than any of theirs. 
We shall outlive Nazi Germany. 

So much then for our ‘heri- 
tage. : 

Secondly, I believe the Jew 
should survive precisely for the

Latest U.S. Navy 


Development

Washington, June . 

The fear of belng trapped under 
Water, uppermost In the minds of 
submarine crews during the World 
War. is being dispelled as a result 
of improved “escape” methods, 

The principal advance has been in 
the development of the underwater 
“lung and the systematic training of 
United States submarine crews at the 
naval bases at New London, Con- 
netleut and Peart Harbour, Hawuil. 

The lung’ was perfected by 
Lieutenant Charles B, Momsen of 
Washington, D.C., following the S-1 
disasters jn which 37 men Jost their 
Hveg in 1927, Only several years 
before, about an equal number dicd 
when the 5-51 was trapped off Block 
Islund, Rhede Island. 

Lieutenant Momsen, now in charge 
of experimental diving at the 
Washinglon Navy Yurd, said the 
Present “lung” had proved highly 
satisfactory and, as a result. of inten- 
sive training given submarine per- 
sonnel, gave new confidence to the 
navy's underwater personnel, 

The “lung” is fastened about the 
chest and js secured to the body by 
means of straps nround the neck and 
waist. A tube extends from the lug 
to the mouth and a chip Is placed over 
the nose to Insure mouth-breathing, 

The “lung” is charged with Oxy Len 
Which Is mixed with “used” ate dis- 
charged from the human lungs. A 
canister contiining lime und seda 
purifies the carbon divide from the 
Jungs before ff is mixed with (he 
oxygen and re-used, 


INSTRUCTION TO TRAINERS 


The training at the 100-foot New 
London tank, which — is practically 
Identleal with that at Pearl Harbour, 
consists of taking Prospective sub- 
marine men lo various depttis and 
teaching them ta ascend ut the right 
speed, 

The trainee frst enters the water 
tu his shoulders and takes several 
“practice brenths™ with the lung to 
learn to breathe against pressure. He 
then descends so that his head Is 
about one foot under water to allow 
the Instructor to sce whether the lung 
iy being used properly, If so, he Is 
sent in a diving bell with an jinstruc- 
tor to the 12 foot level. 

The pupil must escape from the beil 
and climb up a Hine which Js sceured 
to a buoy at the surface. Half way 
up the line he must stop and tuke 30 
brenths before ascending further io 
uvold calsson disease. 

This disease, commonly known us 
“the bends,” results from a too rapid 
decrease in pressure, Nitrogen 
bubbles form in the blood and, if they 
reach the heart or brain, may cause 
paralysis or death, 

The pupil must successfully com- 
plete two ascents from the 12-foot 
level before he is taken to the next 
stage—the 18-foot lock. 


TRAPPED SUBMARINE 
CONDITIONS IMPROVISED 
An attempt ts made to duplicate 
* conditions aboard a trapped sub- 
marine. The lock js flooded in order 
to equalize outside pressure in order 
that the hatch may be opened. A line 
with a buoy attached is then sent to 
the surface and the tralnce begins his 
slow climb, breathing regularly as he 
climbs and stopping at the hulf-way 
mark for 10 breaths, He is warned 
not to go up faster than 50 fect per 
second. 

From the 60 foot stage the pupil is 

* required to stop at points 20 and 10 
feet from the surface, taking 10 
breaths at cach stop for decom- 
pression. 

The last stage is the 100 foot level 
at the bottom of the tunk. Here the 
Jock Js constructed exactly along lines 
of a submarine compartment, Be- 
fore the compartment is flooded and 
the buoy sent up, the men are ins- 
pected by an officer to make sure the 
Jung is in good order.  Stogs are 
made at five points on the tine. ‘The 
men are required to take 10 breaths 
at cach point. 

In cases where the pupils are unable 
ta complete successfully the tests they 
ure transferred to some other divi- 
sion of the Navy. 

-In “many cases, a diver who has 
ascended loo rapidly may not feel any 
iI effects until several hours later. 
A person sufferings with the “bends” 
gives the appearance of being drunk, 
stagecring about und then finally 
collapsing. . 

For this reason, men engared in 
diving are equipped with tags direct- 
Ing that they be rushed-to a certain 
hospital if found in an apparently ine 
toxicated condition. 

Upon orrival, the sufferer is placed 
in a “decompression” chamber and 
. the pressure Is buflt up. Upon reach~ 

_$ng a certain point the pressure ts 
Bradually reduced again until jt 
renee normal ntmospherle condi~

In the first place, Farr is back in 
America with his titles, and it is by 
no means certain that he will decide 
to come bar’; here to defend them. 

The Britlsh and Empire champion 
may think that after paying the £750 
uward made against him by the 
Board in favour of promoter Sydney 
Hulls, the balance of the purse for 
putting his championships at stake, 
less training and travelling expenses, 
will not give his bank balance a 
sufficient boost to be worth while, 

While this problem awaits solution 


from America, the question of the 
Galins-Strickland match may also 
have to be decided on the other side 
of the Atlantic, 


Strickland qualifed as an official 
contender for the Empire title when 
he beat Al Delancy at Harringay 
last November, but soon after that 
contest he went to America, and has 
fiven no definite Indication that he 
intends to come back to England.
